hose. The police were loudly booed 
and enthusiastic cheers were heard 
for the release of Tom Mooney and 
at one time the attackers were 
given a dose of their own medicine 
when workers gained possession of 
one of the nozzles, 

As quickly as a gathering was 
broken up the workers would rally 
and reform in another section of 
the park and continue. A resolu- 
tion demanding free speech for 
Watsonville workers and release of 
Mooney was adopted. 

The workers faced the vicious 
onslaught of police and firemen en- 
tirely unarmed despite reports in 
the capitalist press that police were 
“seeking one of the demonstrators 
believed to have been armed with 
brass knuckles.”

TACOMA BOSSES 
OPEN ATTACK T0 
GUT RELIEF LIST 


Arrest Several Part-Time 
Workers Getting Relief; 
Set $2,000 Bail 

TACOMA, Wash., Dee. 5.—Sever- 
al arrests of jobless receiving re- 
lief on charges of grand larceny are 
considered here to be a new cam- 
paign to intimidate and starve the 
unemployed, 

Part-time workers in mills, forced 
to ask for County Relief as they 
earn only a few dollars a month, 
have been arrested and held on $2,- 
000 bail. All money earned must 
be turned over to the County if 
workers are to get any relief. 

This brazen attack of the bosses 
on our living standards comes at 
a time that great numbers are be- 
ing put to work at foreed labor and 
others have suddenly had their war- 
rants reduced sharply. 

The arrests will be used to take 
many off relief lists permanently. 


JOBLESS DEMANDS 
PRESENTED BEFORE 
DENVER COUNCIL 


Committee Headed by Com- 
munist Represents United 
Front Conference 


DENVER, Colorado, Dee. 1—De- 
manding that the city council take 
immediate steps for the relief of 
Denver’s 40,000 unemployed workers 
a committee elected by the United 
Front Conference appeared before 
the councilmen here. The commit- 
tee, headed by William Dietrich, 
candidate for governor on the Com- 
munist Party ticket in the recent 
elections, also requested $300 for 
the feeding and housing of the 
Western delegation of Hunger Mar- 
chers. 

In citing demands that the Coun- 
cil put an immediate stop to evic- 
tions, gas, light and water shut- 
offs, the committee reported that 
the Community Chest and charities 
are doing nothing toward housing 
of unemployed workers. Specific 
instances were given where the 
shutting off of water, gas and lights 
has contributed to sickness and dis- 
ease of children of unemployed. 

Councilman Steel replied that all 
available money had been spent 
for relief and the council could do 
nothing about evictions and sutting 
nothing about evictions and shutting 
Water Board. 

Demanding that additional funds 
be appropriated for relief, Dietrich 
promised that the council would 
hear further from the United Front 
Committee.

PORTLAND JOBLESS FACE TRIAL 
FOR FIGHTING WATER SHUT-OFF 


Reject Suspended Sentence Resulting 
From First Trial 


PORTLAND, Oregon, Nov. 30.— 
Three workers were convicted by 
the bosses jury for turning on wat- 
er of an unemployed worker and 
given a thirty day suspended sen- 
tence providing they do not turn 
on any more water. These three 
workers, Keller, Hansen and Bene- 
dict, members of the Errol Heights 
Unemployed Council participated in 
the turning on of water in Bene- 
dict’s home. 

Benedict, seventy-one years old 
and his wife live in a small shack 
just outside the city limits, where 
the water is obtained from the 
City of Portland by a private com- 
pany, the Darlington Water Com- 
pany and sold to the worker’s of 
Errol Heights at three and four 
times the rates for which the wat- 
er is gotten from the city. Bene- 
dict, unemployed, was unable to 
pay the high water rates and the 
private water company turned the 
water off. The Unemploved Coun- 
cil turned the water back on. The 
officials came a few days later and 
turned the water back off. The

Unemployed Council recruited a 
large number of workers, called a 
demonstration and again turned the 
water on, Two days later the dis- 
trict attorney served warrants of 
arrest on Comrades Keller, Bene- 
dict and Hansen for larceny, charg- 
ing them with stealing water to the 
amount of one dollar. Several John 
Doe warrants were also issued. 

The district Attorney tried to 
railroad the workers to trial before 
they had arranged for legal defense. 
The workers demanded a jury trial. 
The trial was set for November 22 
and continued for three days. Irvin 
Goodman, IL L. D. Attorney de- 
fended the workers and exposed 
the thievery of the Darlington Wat- 
er Company. The jury which con 
sisted of business men and corpo 
ration managers returned the ver 
dict of guilty, after two hours and 
sixteeen minutes session, 

During the entire proceedings of 
the trial the courtroom was packed 
with workers. On Monday, Nov 
28; Judge Hendrickson passed the

This caused the 
judge to order the packed court- 
room cleared, and bullying police 
drove everyone out. Witnesses for 
Feingold were actually terrorized 
and driven from the building. 

One witness who refused to leave 
took the stand and when he began 
a line of testimony, justifying the 
presence of workers at the eviction 
the judge went into a rage. scream- 
ing “shut-up” this judge refused to 
let the witness testify, and balked 
other witnesses and Feingold, him- 
self, in the efforts they made to 
tell the truth, 

Altho there was not a worker on 
the jury, it took nearly 24 hours 
to agree on a verdict of guilty. 

Workers driven from the court 
room and hundreds of others have 
pledged themselves to be present in 
the court-room as the remaining of 
the 12 come up and carry the fight 
for the release of these workers.

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THE BOSSES FEAR MASS ACTION 


Close on the heels of the tremendous Civic Auditonium 
mass meeting for the freedom of Tom Mooney, a delega- 
tion of 15 organized by the Civil Liberties Union, pre 
sented a new appeal to Governor Rolph for a Mooney 
hearing. 

The delegation was composed of what the newspapers 
characterize as “famous Americans” and headed by the 
liberal lawyer Aaron Sapiro. The 15 preachers, journ- 
alists, and writers personify most ably the policy of resort- 
ing to appeals in the name of “justice,” to leg ral loopholes, 
and other pacifist methods which charaterize 1d the Mooney 
defense until about a year ago. 

It is very significant that this group hastens into the 
limelight precisely at the moment when there is such a 
great increase in activity for a mass movement behind 
the Mooney case, in which the Communist Party plays 
a leading role, and immediately after the granting of a 
They feel that a stag- 
gering blow was delt to liberalism. They feel that the 
increasing mass force developed by the movement is act- 
ually bringing success and therefore want to again divert 
the movement behind their liberal policy. 


SAPIRO AGAINST DEMONSTRATIONS 


That this is the purpose is clearly revealed in Sapiro’s 
actions. A year ago, when the Mooney hearing was tak- 
ing place, and thousands of workers were outside demons- 
trating, Sapiro strongly condemned the demonstration, 
thereby placing himself in league with the police depart- 
ment of San Francisco who clubbed and arrested many. 


At a mags meeting for Tom Mooney in San Francisco 
Sapiro who was in the audience, walked out when Rolph 
was being attacked. This was publicized by the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 

At a time when serious steps were being made to force 
another trial for Mooney, Sapiro proposes to Mooney that 
he virtually admit having been a dynamiter.

LYNCH THREATS WON'T BREAK THE RANKS 


The Vacaville bosses are now planning to resort to 
what they hope will turn out a trump card in the strike 
situation. Lynching! 

The lynch spirit is already being prepared. Last Thurs- 
day’s mass meeting of the big ranchers and business men 
in town, together with all armed thugs and scabs that 
could be gotten at their service, was the opening gun. The 
speakers who were a Judge and a Preacher openly advo- 
cated lynching. 

A delegation from the Committee for the protection 
of political prisoners, visiting Vacaville to investigate the 
situation, interviewing Fruhling, a minister in town, was 
told that “The situation in Vacaville is such that a lynch- 
ing was necessary.’’ And further referring to a famous 
lynching that “They did in Santa Rosa 12 years ago and 
there was no trouble in that town ever since.’ 

This thirst for blood has been seized upon by many 
capitalist papers in the county and state to work up an 
alarm against the Communists and Agricultural Workers 
Industrial Union, knowing that the Vacaville strike is a 
clarion call for similar action to other parts where such 
low wages are paid. 


BOSS PAPER WANTS LEGAL STRIKEBREAKING 


But the Sacramento Union ‘“California’s State Capitol 
Newspaper’ came out with an editorial in which it en- 
deavors to present a “liberal” policy, and strongly con- 
demns the lynch idea. Not, however, because it considers 
that workers cannot live on $1.25 a day. But because 
“they (Vacaville ranchers) have all the forces of the 
State of California at their command, if the State cannot 
handle the situation there still remains the national gov- 
ernment.” 

The Sacramento Union representing the big bosses is 
for a strike-breaking policy, but in a “legal” way. Have 
not many strikes all over the country been broken thru 
local, state and national armed forces, which are after all 
especially designed for that purpose? 

It is the same Sacramento Union, which at the outset 
of the struggle refused to recognize a strike situation but 
instead carried alarming stories of threatening race riots 
The hope at that time was to introduce the traditional 
strike-breaking method by pitting one race against an- 
other. The failure of this tactic and splendid solidarity 
displayed by the workers comvelled this boss sheet only 
to change its strike-breaking methods. 


PICKETING MUST INCREASE 


The lynch threats will not weaken the militancy and 
fine solidarity of the workers. On the contrary it proves 
to the workers that the bosses are powerless to break the 
strike. They have so far not been able to bring in scabs 
despite protection by the police and armed thugs. 

Especially at this moment it is necessary to mobilize 
every worker in Vacaville for the biggest and most mili- 
tant picket lines. Not a scab should go through! This 
can be the only and most effective answer to the bosses. 

Workers! The strike has already demonstrated that 
it is not merely a local struggle. The Vacaville strikers 
are representing all labor in a struggle against the black- 

est reactionary forces in the state. They must be given 
help.

Five years ago the workers, pea- 
sants and soldiers of Canton over- 
threw the Kuomintang capitalist 
and land-owners’s regime and est- 
ablished the first Chinese Soviet 
in that important city of Southern 
China. By their three days of 
heroic struggle for the defense of 
their Commune, the Cantonese Com- 
munards have not only given a 
powerful answer to the terror of 
the Kuominatng imperialist lac- 
keys, but also showed the Chinese 
masses, the only way out of the 
imperialist and feudalist exploita- 
tion is by a Soviet China.

Basic Solution for Farmers 


Wednesday :-—Some Congressmen 
looking for publicity and support 
to their careers have worked them- 
selves up into a stew over farm 
mortgages, There is possible some 
improvement in the situation for 
farmers even under capitalism. In 
Roumania, for example, farmers 
refuse to pay taxes. When the tax 
collector comes around they run 
him out, sometimes undressing 
him and coating his skin with tax 
certificates and glue. In the U. S. 
the United Farmers League also 
has a program for farm relief. It 
can be obtained from the Prodne- 
er’s News, Plentywood, Montana. 


A basic solution, however, can 
come only under a workers and 
farmers government. How true this 
is can be judged if one realizes the 
hopeless blind alley in which cap- 
italist farming is. The New York 
Times reports: 

“it is estimated that the gross 
income of those engaged in agri- 
culture has declined from about 
$12,000,000,000 in 1929 to about 
$5,000,000,000 in 1932. Meantime, 
there has been little change in the 
fixed charges which agricultural 
producers are called upon to meet, 
There is approximately $9,000,000, 
000 outstanding in farm mortgages, 
and most of these obligations were 
undertaken on a scale of values 
which has long since disappeared. 
Foreclosures of farm mortgages, 
which were around 45,000 in 1929, 
are now reported to be running at 
the rate of at least 150,000 for the 
current year. Doubtless the figure 
would still be larger if foreclosures 
were made wherever the mortgagor 
is in default. 

“Mortgages now within the con- 
trol of the Federal Govrnment form 
a comparatively small part of the 
total. 

“Of the $9,000,000,000 outstand- 
ing, it is estimated that about 13 
per cent is held by the Federal 


ers banks of the Federal Reserve 
and 22 per cent by life insurance 
companies. The remaining 56 per 
cent is in the hands of small banks 
outside the Reserve system, loan 
companies and individual mortga- 
gees.’ 


It is clear from these figures 
that a lasting solution of the pro- 
blem within the limits of capital- 
ism is impossible. In Soviet China, 
ihe peasants after ridding them- 
selves of the landlords. and boss 
politicians, met in’ solemn eonclave 
and publicly burned all mortgages. 
After the Russian Revolution all 
mortgages, liens, notes, etc., were 
declared null and void. The users 


of the land were given its owner- 
ship. Basically that’s the only 
solution. 


“EINSTEIN A RED” 


Thursday:—We read where the - 


Women’s Patriotic Corporation 
wants the State Department to ex- 
clude Einstein because “he is a 
member of more Communist organ- 
izations than Josef Stalin.” We 
don’t know whether this is a joke 
or is meant to be taken seriously. 
In any case it’s a joke. Einstein 
is undoubtedly a learned mathem- 
atician. If he stuck to his subject 
he might yet make a contribution 
of lasting importance. But he has 
gone far afield, especially into phil- 
osophy. Here he betrayed himself. 
He is a re-actionary idealist, a 
believer in god, and opposed to 
every Marxist-Leninist concept of 
Dialetic-materialism. If being a fool 
in philosophy were a crime we would 
favor Einsteins’s exclusion, But that 
is really a privilege which everyone 
may if he wishes indulge in. Ex- 
cept for that, Einstein without the 
Women’s Patriotic Corporation 
knowing it, is very useful to cap 
italism. Capitalism, in its dying 
stages, is thoroughly frightened of 
the spread of knowledge of any 
sort, even if it is mathematics. And 
that’s what makes the ignorant old 


ladies suspicious, even of so 
staunch a supporter of capitalism 
as Einstein. ot

Militant Poultry Farmers Organize 


VANCOUVER, Wash., Nov. 28.— 
Twenty-five farmers, representing 
the poultry locals of Winlock, Van- 
couver, Hockinson, Woodland and 
Kalama, Wash., got together at a 
protest meeting held at Cloverdale, 
Nov. 17, 1932, and drew up the fol- 
lowing demands, which will be 
given the widest publicity among 
members, of which there are 15,000, 
of the Washington Cooperative Egg 
& Poultry Assn.: 


1. That the exorbitant salaries of 
high officers getting over $3,000 
per year be cut 50%; hetween 
aia and $3,000, 25% 

. That the habit of these same 
ri officials of employing relatives 
be discontinued. 

3. That all the branch managers 
be kicked out. The farmers know 
that these parasites are paid $250 
a month for doing absolutely noth- 
ing. 

4, That the superintendent of 
trucks be taken off the force for 
the same reason, the only differ- 
ence being that he gets $5,000 an- 
nually. 


5. That the superintendent of re- 
search is unnecessary, he also being 
highly paid for “work” that is sup- 
posed to benefit the farmer. 

6. That the policy of deducting 
from the producers weekly returns 
one cent for each dozen of eggs be 
discontinued. This money, which is 
used to accumulate a “special 
fund,” is sent to the producer in 
the form of Capital Stock which he 
is always forced to sell at a loss. 

7. That the rate of 8% interest 
on stock be reduced to 4%. 

8. That dividends be paid in Cash 
and not in shares. 

9. That eggs, which are now 
sorted into 9 different grades, with 
the result that most of them are 
classified as “inferior,” be sorted or 
candled into less grades. 

10. That the practice of issuing 
Preferred Stock be abolished, and 
the money deducted from eggs for 
that purpose be paid directly to the 
farmer. 


The Washington Cooperative (in 


name only) Egg & Poultry Assn. 
puts out a weekly magazine, the 


Washcoegg, which always sounds 
the same note of Optimism, and 
harps on the idea, long ago worn 
out, that Prosperity is just around 
the corner. Excerpt from Washco- 
egg, Nov. 19, 1932, editorial by S. D. 
Sanders, Pres. and Gen. Manager: 
“The poultrymen of this state are 
beginning to recognize as never be- 
fore the value of owning and con- 
trolling their own distributing and 
marketing agency.” And again: 
“Generally speaking, the reports 
available indicate business condi- 
tions are steadily improving, par- 
ticularly in the East.” 


How long will the poultrymen be- 
lieve this bunk? Do the Farmers 


really own and control “their” As- ~ 


sociation?

WESTERN WORKER MUST BE SOLD AT FACTORIES 


More Than Half of Workers Are Still on Fulf 


or Part Time in Factories 


Perhaps one of the most com- 
monly used terms in the revolu- 


tionary movement is “concentra- 
tion.” 
Every Party Unit is to CON- 


CENTRATE on a factory, or mill. 
Every one of the T. U. U. L. groups 
is to CONCENTRATE on some 
factory or A. F. of L. local. The 
Friends of the Soviet Union bran- 
ches are to CONCENTRATE for 
building factory branches. 


But in practice we see that the 
concentration hardly goes beyond 
paper decisions. Very few of our 
Party Units actually take such de- 
cisions very seriously. While con- 
centration entails much more than 
selling papers at factories, very 
few even made this modest beg- 
inning. In San Francisco out of 
sixteen Units perhaps three actual- 
ly sell WESTERN WORKERS at 
the factory. In Oakland the situa- 


re ee ae 


tion is not better if not worse, and 
Los. Angeles is on par with the 
Bay. district. Certainty not much 
more could be said for the districts 
outside California as their bundle 
orders do not indicate anything 
better. 

Selling the Western Worker at 
the concentration factory must be 
the chief job of the Western Work- 
er Agent of the Unit. The workers 
of the factory should get to know 
that there will be a Western Work- 
er seller at the gate regularly on 
a certain day once a week, and 
many will get into the habit of 
having the nickel ready as they 
go out on the way home. If it 


“isn’t possible ‘to stand near the 


gate, go a half block or so away, 
where the workers pass. 

Don’t get discouraged if you do 
not sell many the first two or three 
times. Give the workers a chance 


to get acquainted with the Western
